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571—112.12(484B) General conditions for permits.
1. Records and facilities shall be available for inspection by officers of the department during

reasonable hours.
2. All records and reports must be kept current and shall reflect a true and accurate account of the

licensee’s activities.
3. The department’s law enforcement bureau must be notified within 30 days in writing if the

licensee ceases operation as a hunting preserve.
4. Licensees must seek to renew their hunting preserve operator’s license within 30 days following

the expiration date. Renewal requests received after this period may be considered as a new application
pursuant to rules 112.2(484B) and 112.3(484B).

5. All new hunting preserve operator’s license applications shall be considered on a first-come,
first-served basis following April 30 of each year.
